[Text] Seoul, Jan. 26 (HAPTONG)--Commerce-Industry Minister Choe Kak-kyu today said 
his ministry's policy emphasis for this year will be placed on export expansion, the 
strengthening of competitiveness of local enterprises on the world market, and stepped- 
up support for the construction of heavy and chemical industrial plants. 


Other policy objectives include the extensive support for the development of small and 
medium enterprises, protection of general consumers and modernization of wholesale and 
retail trade business, and promotion of the saemaul (new community) movements at factories, 


Minister Choe said. 


To help attain 12.5 billion dollars in exports this year, Minister Choe said in his policy 


report to President Pax, the ministvy will make its utmost efforts to improve trade structure, 


carry out technological renovation programs and take all-out measures to enhance competi- 
tiveness of local enterprises on the world market, Minister Choe said. 


Minister Choe made the report when the chief executive visited the ministry on a lee of 
his New Year inspection tour of government offices. 


As a step to strengthen the international competit:veness of local enterprises, the 
ministry will keep monopolistic enterprises from excessive protection, Minister Choe said. 
At the same time, the ministry will] adopt 2 prior announcement system for import liber- 
alization beginning this year, and concentrated support will be extended to 1% kinds of 
industries such as machinery, metal-working, chemical and textile manufacturing, he said. 


Develop [as received] machinery, electronics industry, shipbuilding anc anto industry 
will be developed into a strategic export industry, he said. 


The ministry will simplify the complicated procedures concerning introduction of foreign 
technology, and private enterpriscs will be obliged to deposit in the technological 
development reserve fund for the promotion of fechnical development, Minister Choe said. 
The proposed deposit amount will be hiked from the present 10 percent of incomes to two 


percent of the turnover, he said. 


Big local enterprises will be encovraged to establish their own tech. logical research 
institutes, and some 200 local enterprises will be picked up this year to play a leading 
role in technoiogical development, he said. 


The ministry will release 494 billion won in local currency Joans and 1,300 million 
dollars in foreign exchange loans this year for che import of laboratory equipment by 
enterprises intending to set up their own technological research institutes,

A basic survey will start this year for the construction of the nation's second integrated 


steel mill to dedicate it by the early 1980s, he disclosed. The ministry will push ahead 
with its plan to create a new petrochemical industrial complex in addition to the two

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As a measure to compensate for deficits arising from auto exports, he said, the ministry 
will adopt a linkage system beginning this year, under which local auto assemblers will 
be able to produce large-size passenger sédans. Local auto assemblers will be allowed 
to roll out six-cylinder passenger sedans in proportion to their auto export sales, he 
said. 


To effectively support small and medium enterprises, the ministry will increase this 
year's scale of the small enterprise special fund by 75 billion won to 225 billion won

modernization of wholesale and retail trade mechanism, and a basic law governing marketing 
activities will be enacted within this year, he added.

[Text] Seoul, Jan. 26 (HAPTONG)--Agriculture-Fishery Minister Chang Tok-chin today 
said his ministry will place its policy emphasis this year on increased food grain pro- 
duction, promotion of stock-raising, increase of farm income through encouragement of 
cultivation of economic crops, and self-reliance of agricultural cooperative units. 


Minister Chang made the statement in his report on the ministry's policy goals for this 
year to President Pak Chong-hui this morning when the chief executive visited the ministr, 
on a leg of his New-Year inspection tour of government offices. 


The ministry will seek improvement of organization and management of agricultural cooper 
ative units this year, he said. When this project is cartied out successfully, 350 more 
units will become self-reliant by the end of this year and 1,523 units across the countr. 
will be self-reliant by 1981, Minister Chang said. 


As part of measures designed to increase income of farmers, Minister Chang said his 
ministry will encourage farmers to turn to stock-raising and cultivate economic crops 
beginning this year. To this end, the ministry will extend a total of 116 billion won 
(about 232 million dollars) in financial funds this year to create 431 economic crops 
cultivation estates throughout the country, he said. 


Besides, the ministry will release 83.2 billion won (some 166.4 million dollars) in 
financial funds for stock-raising, he said. Each farming nousehold will be encouraged 
to raise five heads of cattles and 20 to 30 heads of pigs, he said.

[Text] The Thai delegation headed by Deputy Foreign Minister Wong Phonnikon, which was 
sent to Laos on 25 January to hand over salt and rice to the Lao Government, returned to 
Thailand yesterday. Wong Phonnikon is now in Nong Khai Province to inspect the general 
situation along the border, while the other members of the delegation--Interior Under 
Secretary of State Winyu Angkhanarak; Director General of the Department of Technical 

and Economic Cooperation Chuchat Pramunphon; Director General of the Political Department 
Owat Sutthiwatnaruphut; Director General of the Economic Department Chuai Kannawat 
Kannawat; Director General of the Information Department Wichian Watthanakun and the 
governor of Nong Khai Province, Chamman Photchana--returned to Bangkok yesterday. 


The director general of the Information Department told newsmen at Bangkok airport that 
the Lao Government had warmly welcomed the delegation. The delegation was greeted at 
Tha Deua ferry landing by Khamphai Boupha, LPDR deputy foreign minister, Lao senior 
officials and the Thai ambassador to Vientiane. The Thai delegation met and exchanged 
views with its Lao counterpart headed by Khamphail Boupha at the LPDR Foreign Ministry in 
Vientiane, The two delegations discussed ways to improve relations and cooperation 
between the two countries. 


According to the director general of the Information Department, the presentation of 

rice and salt to the Lao Government was held at the office of the Lao National Planning 
Committee, In the afternoon, the Thai deputy foreign minister and party paid a courtesy 
call on Phoun Sipaseut, LPDR vice premier and minister of foreign affairs and exchanged 
views with him on many issues, such as trade between the two countries. The Thai 
delegation thanked the Lao Government for the release of Thai prisoners, which demonstrates 
its friendly attitude toward Thailand, In the evening, the Thai ambassador hosted a 
reception for the delegation at the Thai Embassy in Vientiane, Many senior Lao officials 
also attended the recention. 


Wichian further disclosed that on the morning of 26 January, prior to its departure, the 
Thai delegation also paid a courtesy call on Vice Premier Nouhak Phoumsavan. Wichian 
said that the two Lao vice premiers asked the delcration to convey their best wishes to 
the Thai prime minister, 


The delegation!s visit to Laos has helped to create a friendly atmosphere between the two 
countries, Wichian said, adding that the authorities of both countries will further 
cooperate on solving border problems. 


Meanwhile, Chamnam Photchana, governu. of Nong Khai Province, told newsmen that the 
delegation's trip to Laos has improved relations between the two countries and enabled 
both countries to better understand existing bilateral problems, He said both sides 
had also considered border issues such as fishery and cultivation on the islands in the 
Mekong River. The Lao delegation accepted these issues for further consideration, 


The That delegation explained the necessity of having the Mekong River operation unit's 
boats, whith are used to maintain neace and order along the river. The Lao authorities 
were informed that the purpose of the Mekong River oneration unit is not to launch 
aggression against Laos. On the contrary, this unit can 1elp people along the river in 
case of accident, 


The Lao delegation proposed that five additional border passes be opened, two in Chaing 
Rai Province and one each in Si Chiang Mai district, Nakhon Phanom Province and Phibun 
Mangsahan district, The Thai Government will consider this Lao proposal. 
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In making the proposal, the Lao delegation pointed out that tae onenins of the present 
border passes .. not enough to facilitate contacts between the people of the two 
countries, 


The Thai delegation also asked the Lao side to conduct a survey on the nuwaber and wher2- 
abouts of Thai nationals in Laos. The governor said that it is believed that there are 
still about 100 Thai in that country. So far, the Lao authorities have already released 
45 Thai citizens, but there are over 20 Thai still being detained at Samkhe Prison in 
Laos. 


Chamnan Photchana also disclosed that only 860 people have fled from Laos to his province 
since 15 November 1976, some 600 of whom are Meo hilltribesmen. These new refugees will 
be sent later to the refugee center in Nakhon Phanom, There were about 23,400 refugees 
in his province prior to 15 November 1976.

[Text] Laos has sought Thailand's agreement to reopen five border points and the with- 
drawal of the Mekong patrol units in the border river, Nong Khai Governor Chamnam 
Photchana reported yesterday. Thailand in return asked Lao authorities to provide full 
details about Thais held prisoners in Laos. Laos also proposed that a joint working 

group should be formed between Thailand and Laos to thrash out specific problems affecting 
the relationship between the two countries. 


These were the crux of the discussions held between a Thai delegation led by Deputy 
Foreign Minister Wong Phonnikon and high-ranking Laotian officials during a 2-day visit 
to Vientiane which ended yesterday afternoon, 


Governor chamnan, a member of the Thai team said he explained to Lao officials that the 
presence of the Thai Mekong River patrol force is no threat to Laos. "It is our 

own way of protecting our people, our fishermen and our vessels," he said, The question 
was raised with Governor Chamnam by Lao Foreign Affairs Under Secretary of State Souban 
Sitthilat. "He listened to our réasoning but was still inclined on asking us to pull out 
our river patrol unit," the governor said, 


Mr Chamnan said Lao authorities, during the discussions, asked Thailand to reopen five 
border points, "They want two points to be reopened first: Amphoe Mae Sai of Chiang 
Rai and Pakse, opposite our Amphoe Phibunmangbahan of Ubon. Three other points they 
mentioned are Chiang Khan in Loei directly opposite their Sayaboury, Thakhek which is 
opposite our Nakhon Phanom and Amphoe Si Chiang Mai in Nong Khai," the governor reported, 
He said at present border points which are open are at Amphoe Muang of Nong Khai and 
Amphoe Mukdahan of Nakhon Phanom, 


In his opinion, the governor believes that there are both merits and demerits in complying 
with the request from Laos. "If we reopen more border points, it would be easier to 
control smuggling. But on the other hand, we should have to be more vigilant once 

new border points are open otherwise our security may be affected," he said. 


The governor said the Thai officials asked their Lao counterparts during the talks to check! 
into the exact number of Thais being held in Laos. "We want to know excactly where they 
are being held and whether they are sick or not. We also asked them te check whether 

any Thai prisoners had died, The Lao authorities promised to speed up the trials 

against the Thais, he said, The governor said there are about 200 Thais being held in 

Laos, of which 45 have been released, 
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"We don't know where the rest are being held, but from ir':. 4: un providea by the 15 
Thais released recently, there 2re still about 26 Thais ~i:.- ..cld in Samke Prison, 
three of whom are female," the governor said. 


The governor said that the Thai side agreed to pursue all the suggestions raised by the 
Lao officials who suggested that a joint committee should be set up to specifically 
consider various topics. The governor insisted that no agreement had been reached 
during the talks, on any of the proposals.

‘The Thai side 
agreed to take the proposal into consideration.

[Text] ic is quite obvious that the Thai delegation which spent 2 days in Vientiane and 
has just come back has been successful in the negotiations and now the government in 
Bangkok has clear ideas as to what issues the Lao Government gives priority. Evidently 
the Lao side at the negotiating table were extremely well-prepared for the talks while 
the Thai delegation, led by Deputy Foreign Minister Wong Phonnikon seems to have had 

no conerete answers and had to fend off the requests pending consultations with the 
governuent in Bangkok, 


The goveioment must give serious thought to two of the Lao requests--the withdrawal of 
Mekong River patrol units and the reopening of the border checkpoints. Nong Kahi 
Governor Chamnan Photchana has pointed out that the river patrol was necessary because 
of the protection it gives fishermen amd their vessels but what must be considered is 
that the patrol boats are also preventing more refugees from entering Thailand. Laos 
must be made aware of the fact that just like the authorities in Vientiane do not want 
Lao to flee to Thailand, so does Thailand. The river patrol serves that additional 
purpose also. 


Patrolling of the river, Vientiane must be made to understand, is not an exercise of 
sovereignty over the river its 1° since it has been understood for a long times-st 
least ever since they estab] i iS ' Ghe Mekong project -that the river is sharedi by 


both countries.

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The river patrol is as important to Laos as it is to Thailand in that both countries do 
not want any smuggling to go on from one side or the other. 


This is where the reopening of the border checkpoints comes in. It is an open secret 
that smuggling goes on along the borders which Thailand has with her four neighbors. 
Smuggling into Burma is mainly consumer goods, into Malaysia is mainly rice, and a 
variety of goods enter Laos and Cambodia illegally from Thailand. As far as we know, 
the only smuggling into Thailand is narcotics from Burma, 


Will the opening of the five border checkpoints, as requested by Laos, increase or 
decrease smuggling? This is a question to which the government mst give serious 
thought. It is possible that reopening the check points may reduce smuggling because 
trade could be carried on legitimately. Or it is possible that the level in the quantity 
of smuggled goods will increase or remain at the same level. 


We are for opening the checkpoints since, despite the best of relations we have with 
Malaysia and open checkpoints, there is still smuggling going on--Prime Minister 
Kriangsak has pointedly said that he would invoke article 27 on rice smugglers. We 
do not believe that smuggling will increase with the opening of the checkpoints but 
it will be a very good political gesture. 


CAMBODIAN RAID IN CHANTHABURI REPORTED

[Text] According to a report dispatched from Radio Thailand newsmen in Chanthaburi, at 
1915 yesterday Cambodian soldiers attacked Thai village defense volunteers at Noen Din 
Daeng village in Pong Nam Ron of Chanthaburi Province. The Cambodian soldiers opened 
fire on the Thai volunteers with machineguns and M-79 mortars, seriously wounding 
Chaisit, last name unknown, who is a schoolteacher at the village, and two other 
volunteers--Yang Chaikaeo and Chaem, last name unknown. The defense volunteers sent 

a radio message to the Chanthaburi provincial administration about the incident. The 
wounded were later delivered to Phra Pokklao Hospital in the provincial town of 
Chanthaburi. 


At 2000, a gun duel between Cambodian soldiers and the Thai volunteers broke out and 
lasted about 30 minutes. No Thai casualties were reported. Provincial Governor Prasit 
Uttamot this morning ordered his deputy, Bunnak Saisawang, to inspect the situaticn at 
the village and instructed provincial public welfare and Red Cross officials to visit 
the wounded teacher and volunteers at the hospital.

also asks that the delegation discuss with Cambodia the problem of the 14,000 Cambodian 
refugees in Thailand. The Cambodian authorities should be ready to guarantee their 
security and take them back, the editorial says. 


MATICHON's 25 January page 4 editorial, "Another Dimension: Thailand and Its 
Neighbors," welcomes the announcements by the Thai and Cambodian governments, saying 
it indicates clearly that Thailand's relations with its neighbors in Indochina ére 
going to be normalized, thus enabling diplomatic and trade contacts as well as cooper- 
ation in technical, economic and other fields, It says: "Since this government took 
office, we can see, among other things its patience, restraint and efforts to use 
diplomatic means to improve relations with neighbcring countries, namely Laos, Vietnam 
and Cambodia. It can be seen that in the several clashes with the Cambodians along 
the common border, the Thai Government only acted to prevent the other side from 
violating our sovereignty; it did not resort to violent retaliation as urged by some

He congratulates the government for this success in its foreign policy toward neighboring 
countries. Khukrit says the Thai-Cambodian contact is being looked at as a step toward, 
first, normalization of relations between Thailand and Cambodia, and second, the end 
to conflicts along the Thai-Cambodian common border. Whether the two objectives will be 
achieved, he says, depends on the sincerity of both sides. 
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Khukrit adds; "It is noteworthy that Cambedia and Vietnam, both communist countries, 
have now become open enemies and are waging a vehement wa: of words against one another, 
The Cambodian refugees! stories of untold cruelties by Khner Rouge soldiers are now 
being supported by charges from the Vietnamese authorities." It is therefore possible 
that che leaders of Cambodia might be thinking of trying to "improve the image of 
Cambodia in the eyes of the world," If this is the case, we can expect that the mission 
by our foreign minister will be useless because, no matter whether his subsequent report 
on the Cambodian trip is negative or positive, the foreign minister would never achieve 
anything in imporving Thai-Cambodian relations. "Sincerity must be proved," Khukrit 
says. “It remains to be seen whether the border incidents calm down once a relationship 
between Thailand and Cambodia has been established. If Cambodia is sincere, it must look 
for ways to control its border troops and Keep them peaceful. Anyway, the problem is 
whether the Cambodian Government in Phnom Penh has the authority to order and control 
the Khmer Kouge and to what extent? 


"As for Thailand, it must show sincerity by effectively preventing als subversive 
activities along the border. It must stop people on Thai territory from crossing into 
Cambodia to stage any kind of hostile activities against the Cambocian Government, even 
if they are claimed to be activities to suppress communist elements for the sake of 


Thailand," Khukrit says.

{[Text] Prime Minister Kriangsak Chamanen told the diplomatic corps based in Bangkok 
last night that Thailand will edopt a long-term policy towards refugees from Indochina. 
"We will accept only certain refugees within our capscity and will also take intc account 
other related factors such as the number of refugees and our security, 80 we cannot set 
a specific time," he said, The prime minister was speaking at a dinner hosted by 
Singapore Ambassador Chi Ow Yang at the Dusit Thani Hotel which was attended by about 
200 guests, 


The premier reiterated that the refugee problem Thailand is facing must be considered 
"as an international problem and not only a problem of Thailand." He said, "It is now 
time that the internctional communities and orranizations should do whatever they can 
to persuade the countries in Indochina to accept the return of their refurcces with 
puarantee of their safety." He also ureed developed countries to accept these refugees 
for resettlement particularly the "boat people." 


Discussing the domestic policy, Gen Krianesak said his eovernment has been in power for 
only 2 months and 14 days but "it has been said that this edministration has accomplished 
a lot both in domestic and international affairs within a relatively short time," He 
added, "But we cannot sit back and take pride in what we have done so far, It is only 
the beginning and there will be a difficult and challensing task ahead." He emphasized 
the national reconciliation policy and added: "It is time we start calling Thai citizens 
as just Thais--not leftists or rightists, It is time we should be broadminded to listen 
to different views expressed generally on the basis of individual conviction." 


Seminar on Refugees

[Text] Royal Thai Navy patrol boats are blocking Vietnamese refugees from landing here 
because Western countries have not assured the government the refugees will be moved 
promptly to third countries, a government official said yesterday. Col Kamon Prachuapmo, 
director of the Intericr Ministry's operations centre for displaced persons, said in 
response to a reporter's question that Vietnamese refugee hoats were being stopped, but 
if a boat was judged unseaworthy or had engine problems it was allowed to land. "Our 
naval patrols will not turn away small boats unable to continue their journey," Col Kamon 
said, 


Col Kamon, speaking during a panel discussion at the Foreign Corresnondents Club of 
Thailand, said the government was forced to take the action because Western governments 
could not assure boat refugees would quickly be moved on to new homes in third countries, 
Leading officials of the French and American refugee programmes said it was not legally 
possible for them to commit their government to accept refugees sight unseen, 
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U.S. Embassy refugee coordinator Thomas Barnes said that some categories of people, such 
as drug smugglers, were legally unacceptable, Barnes went on to say that a new allotment 
of 7,000 more refugees would allow the U.S, government to take care of the remaining 1,900 
boat people in Thailand and allow for continued flow from Vietnam, He denied that the 
U.S, was just “skimming the cream" of the refugee population, Despite U.S, congressional 
permission for 15,000 more refugees in late summer 1977, few new refugees have moved 

to the United States. The American programme still lags behind the steadier French ab- 
sorption of about 1,000 refugees per month. 


With a touch of irritation in his voice Col Kamon said, "They (Western refugee officials) 
are so slow. Even when refugees are quickly accepted, it sometimes takes more than a year 
before they finally leave." Statistics give the number of Indochinese refugees who have 
left Thailand for various third countries as: 28,000 for France, 22,000 for the United 
States, 1,800 for Australia and fewer than 1,0)0 for all others combined, 


38 PROVINCES NOW LISTED AS 'COMMUNIST INFILTRATED!

RICE EXPORTS--Thailand exported a record high figure of 2,885,141 tons of rice last year 
valued at 13.409 billion baht, Mr Pricha Tanprasoet, chairman of the rice committee of 
the Board of Trade announced yesterday. About 1,565,917 tons of 54.3 percent of the 
total rice export were made through the private sector while the remaining 1,319,224 tons 
were shipped out by the government in 1977, according to Mr Pricha, The country's rice 
exports last year were about 1,015,688 tons more than the amount exported in 1976 with

[Text] Hanoi, VNA January 27--Journalists from eleven countries yesterday inspected 
the blackened ruins of a Vietnamese hamlet near the border with Kampuchea where 
Kampuchean troops massacred Vietnamese civilians last week. The party, including 
more than 30 foreign reporters and movie cameramen, were taken to Ba Den hamlet, 

An Cu village, in the Bay Nui area of An Giang Province. 


Ba Den is five kilometres from the border to the west, and 13 kilometres from the border 
to the west, and 13 kilometres from t: 2 border to the north, 


On January 13, four Kampuchean divisions including five artillery battalions occupied 

the area. According to Lieutenant Colonel Bui Thanh Ngoi who guided the journalists, 

the Kampuchean armed forces raided Ba Den hamlet after laying down a barrage of shells 
from long-range artillery. 


"The aggressor troops on January 13 butchered 27 people and wounded 41 in Ba Den, and 
damaged over 3,500 hectares of rice paddy and 500 hectares of freshly transplanted 
paddy,’ ne said. 


Journalists were shown the charred timbers of houses and public buildings in the hamlet, 
125 of the 190 houses in An Cu village razed by the Kampuchean armed forces, They 

also saw craters formed by Kampuchean shells. They were then taken to a small plain 

at the foot of Phu Cuong Mountain. Kampuchean troops were intercepted and driven 

out of there by the armed forces and people of An Giang Province on January 19. 
Lieutenant Colonel Ngoi said that in a battle which lasted from early morning to night, 
the Vietnamese armed forces severely mauled five Kampuchean battalions. 


"The aggressors fled over the saddle of Phu Cuong Mountain towards their own territory, 
leaving more than 1,000 corpses strewn around the flanks of the moutain," he said. 
He said many Kampuchean soliders and 400 guns were captured. 


The journalists were then taken to a spot near Ba Den hamlet, some five kilometres 
east of the Vinh Te canal, which in turn is about two kilometres from the border. 
Kampuchean troops, including the 520th Division from Phnom Penh, also occupied this 
area before they were driven out on January 19.

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[It was in this region, at Ba Den, that Cambodian troops launched an offensive from 
January 11 to 19. Vietnamese sources said five battalions or almost 5,000 Cambodian 
soldiers took part, The Cambodians held the village, about 5 kilometres (3 miles) 
inside Vietnam, and the surrounding hills but were dislodged by Vietnamese [Infantry 
and tanks on January 20, 


Lieutenant Colonel Bui Thanh Ngon, a commander of this sector, said the Cambodians left 
1,060 dead and abandoned (?400) weapons. 


Only burnt-out ruins stili stand in the village of Ba Den and its surrounding hamlets, 

A total of 120 houses were completely destroyed and crop storage barns were burnt. Lying 
around were a few earthenware pots among thousands of broken pieces and the twisted re- 
mains of corrugated iron roofs, melted by fire or ripped off by shells, 


If proof were needed that Vietnam and Cambodia were a long way from negotiations, there 

is plenty in this Vietnamese territory resounding again to heavy artillery. This cone 
flict is being fought here and there along almost 700 kilometres (430 miles) of the 1,100- 
kilometre (680-mile) border, 


A Vietnamese official did not hide from the journalists that the Vietnamese army had 
gone through some difficult moments in the Ha Tien region, 


Prom all around Ba Den the population, some of whomare of Khmer or even Chinese origin, 
has fled leaving to the drought 3,500 hectares of paddy which was still to be harvested 
in this virtual noeman's land, 


The Vietnamese army is clearly in evidence along the dusty tracks through what were once 
ricefields, In the dried up paddy, groups of "bo doi," the Vietnamese bare-foot soldiers, 
move west carrying rucksacks and AK++7 rifles, Others, with loaded guns and grenades on 
their belt, guard the entrance to villages. Tanks are in readiness concealed in the bushes, 
A halfehnour's flight from there, at Can Tho airbase, American-made fighter-bombers bearing 
the Vietnamese yellow star insignia on a red ground were seen taking off with rockets under 
their wings. This correspondent saw a dozen pass through the base during the newsmen's 
brief stopover,

[Text] Democratic Cambodia has continuously violated our country's sovereignty and 
territorial integrity since 1975, In 1977 alone, the Cambodian armed forces launched 
continuous attacks inside Vietnamese territory along the border all the way from Gia 
Lai-Cong Tum to Kien Giang provinces. 


Aecording to incomplete statistics, over 1,000 Vietnamese people in Tay Ninh Province 
were killed and wounded from the night of 24 September to late November 1977, while 
hundreds of others were taken prisoner, The Cambodian armed forces have brutally looted 
and killed Vietnamese people. The following is a story of such atrocities. 


Tan Bien primary and secondary school was located in the vicinity of Xa Mat market in Tay 
Ninh Province. Over 10 wooden and thatched-roof buildings stood under big trees; benches 
and desks were arranged in an orderly fashion in each room A small playground lay in 
front of these wooden buildings where schoolchildren played soccer and other games, 
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Every morning for the past 2 years, schoolchildren would stand in line and sing the 
national anthem and salute the flag, a brilliant routine encouraging everyone to look 
confidently to the future. There were over 300 schoolchildren in this school; many of 
them were children of (Vien), Cham and Cambodian minority groups and hilltribes. 

They also included children of Vietnamese families who had to abandon their hometowns 
and live in foreign countries for several years. These Vietnamese children were rather 
old for this school but diligent in their studies with the hope that they would become 
good, educated citizens serving their socialist fatherland. 


There were some 50 teachers in this school, and most of them were still young. Some 
teachers had taught in this school since the opening day or since the conclusion of the 
Paris agreement. Some had just graduated from teacher training school. The school's 
principal was a native of Tay Ninh Province; while the others came from many places, 
namely Hanoi, Ho Shi Minh City, Ha Nam Ninh and Hue. They loved their teaching 

career and wholeheartedly looked after their pupils. Children from distant places 

also lived in the school's dormitory. 


From the school one had to walk another 7 Kilometers to reach the Cambodian border, 

and several kilometers more to (Chimon) town inside Cambodia. There used to be a 
primayy school in Chimon. Many schoolchildren of Tan Bien school had friends there, 
Schoolchildren of Tan Bien school always looked forward to visiting (Chimon) school and 
wanted to invite their friends to visit 1eir school so that they could further 
strengthen the friendship between the two schools and compete with each other in their 

studies. 


The principal of Tan Bien school, (Nguyen Duc Dang), and the teachers discussed this 
matter several times. Unfortunately, the situation along the border became more tense 
With every passing day, for the Cambodian soldiers continuously launched provocative 
operations against Vietnam. This good idea of the teachers and pupils of Tan Bien, 
therefore, neve mterialized. 


Tt was the full moon night of the eighth lunar month in 1977 when the Cambodian soldiers 
were ordered to cross the border to perpetrate crimes inside Vietnamese territory. That 
night, the children were celebrating the mid-autumn festival with beautiful lamps, 
staging shows and enjoying cookies and sweets until midnight at the school, Parents 

Who lived near the school came to take their children home, while the children wo 

lived far away had to spend the night at the school. 


The murderers entered the school while the children were sleeping. They were ittired in 
black suits and carried guns and knives. They broke into the people's houses, woke 

the children up and ordered them to gather at the playground. Only a few children 
managed to escape. Some 50 children and 7 female teachers were captured. The murderers 
forced the children to watch them rape the female teachers. Then they beheaded all the 
teachers and threw their heads into the air. The children could not even cry because 
they were so frightened, while a few passed out. 


They held the children's legs and threw them into the air and bayoneted them. A moment 
1 ter, the playground was painted red with the blood of the pupils and female teachers. 
The murderers then fired at the remaining children. The children's bodies were left 
seattered on the playground, while they frolicked with the children's lamps and tcrches 
in their hands before setting fire to the school and people's houses. The moon then 
turned scarlet as if it were painted with blood, while the ground gave off the putrid 
smell of the burning.

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The Cambodian soldiers killedmore than 300 schoolchildren both in their houses and in 
the school's dormitory, 7 female teachers, 4 of whom had entered the teaching career 
less than 6 months earlier, and 406 people, parents, brothers and sisters of the 
Schoolchildren, The school and hundreds of houses which the people had built with their 
Sweat were completely reduced to ashes that night. These houses and school have now 
been replaced by a new graveyard containing 800 tombs. 


We included our combatants [words indistinct] left (9hia Ngo) and arrived in Xa Mat 
today. Having looked at the heart-rending scenes, we can still hear the crying voices of 
the children, female teachers and people who died that night of the full moon, as if we 
had been among the people who had witnessed the incident. We are indignant at the 
murderers who committed these savage crimes, which have stained the time-honored fraternal 
friendship between the people and the youths of Vietnam and Cambodia.

The armed 
forces and people on the island are constantly promoting revolutionary heroism in combat, 
bravely taking the offensive on the front to carry out labor to build the country in 
peace, heightening their vigilance and level of combat readiness, and making the island 
economically rich and powerful in national defense and a fortified outpost on the western

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One needs only to walk along the (Duyen To) seaport to see thousands of fishing vessels 
come and go in search of schools of fish. I followed a (Duyen To) village guerrilla 
detachment going out to the sea to net fish. The detachmens had three motorboats, each 
loaded with 12 fully-armed combatants. Fach village has its own guerrilla company. I 
asked guerrilla detachment leader (Tran Manh Hung) to tell] me about today's specific 
tasks. He said: "We must at all costs net a ton of cod. Should foreign vessels 
encroach 2n our territorial waters, we must capture them, We must always stand ready 
to fight when necessary." 


I asked him: "What is our combatants! technical and tactical level?" He said: "As a 
result of the district military command's regular training courses, we know how to use 


a! types of guns available to our detachment, All of us acquired experience in fighting 


the Americans - d the puppets." 


He then said: "Since the beginning of this yeer, we have coordinated with other units 
on several occasions in capturing many reactionaries who were trying to flee by sea as 
well as hundreds of foreign fishing vessels which were encroaching on our territorial 
waters. Given the production forces, armed forces and people we have on Phu Quoc Island, 
we will soon be able to net some 20,000 tons of fish a year." 


The self-defense forces and people in the state forest on Phu Quoc Island have also 
accelerated their activities to protect and exploit 440,000 hectares of forest covering 
70 percent of the island's area,

[Report on 25 January "Press Conference on Cambodian Violations of Vietnam's Territory" -- 
portions recorded! 


[Text] As we have previously informed you, during the press conference given in Ho Chi 
Minh City on 25 January 1978 by the SRV Foreign Ministry's Information and Press 
Department, many Vietnamese and foreign Journalists listened to confessions by two captured 
Cambodian soldiers. The following are the confessions by these two soldiers: 


First, the confession by Chhon Sophat: 


[Begin recording] My name is Chhon Sophat, aged 25. I was born in Tong Tralach hamlet, 
Srei Santhor district, Kompong Cham Province, I joined the army on 20 April 1976. 


Before we entered Vietnamese territory, the commander of the 182d unit, (Nget Sreivieng), 
told us that 1) Vietnam is the No 1 enemy of Cambodia; 2) Vietnam is an aggressor against 
Cambodia; and 3) Vietnam does not respect Cambodia's territorial integrity and is 
encroaching on Cambodia's border areas. 


On 5 October 1977 Commander (Nget Sreivieng) ordered us to enter Vietnamese territory. 

The D-501, D-502 and D-508 units had preceded us into Vietnam by a day. We entered Vietnam 
on 5 October 1977 at Daeum Sla hamlet, 1 km inside Vietnam's Tay Ninh Province, En route 
we saw the ruins of about 20 Vietnamese houses in Daeum Sla hamlet and the bodies of 

three dead Vietnamese. The dead were elderly people. 


On the morning of 6 October we were attacked by Vietnamese forces trying to recapture Daeum 
Sla hamlet. I was captured by the Vietnamese forces during this attack. 
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During my period of captivity, the Vietnamese forces never committed any atrocities 
against me, such as beating or threatening me. Up to now J have received only good 
treatment. They have given me food, clothes, sleeping mats, blankets, mosquito netting, 
soap and other things. I have also received daily medical treatment. For all of this, 
I can only thank the Vietnamese forces. I will never forget the good treatment given 
me by the Vietnamese forces as well as the Vietnamese organization [angkar]. 


Living standards in Cambodia are far behind those in Vietnam. Living in Cambodia is 
completely miserable in terms of clothes and food. People in Cambodia lead an unhappy 
life. In Vietnam, both the armed forces and the populace live in freedom, equality and 
prosperity. The peopie in Vietnam can enjoy rest and recreation. This is my opinion, 
[end recording] 


The following is the confession of Sek Doeun: 


{Begin recording] My name is Sek Doeun, I am 25 years old and of Cambodian nationality. 
My birth place is (Chroap) village, Santuk district, Kompong Thom Province, I served 

as a private in the 3d Squad, 2d Platoon, 21st Company, 30lst Battalion, 103d Regiment, 
520th Division, stationed at Prek Phneou, 12 km north of Phnom Penh, 


In late 1977 an order from higher up sent me to fight the Vietnamese in the border 
region, I arrived at the border on 1 January 1978. On 16 January I crossed the (Hun 
Ze) Canal 2 km inside Vietnamese territory. The target of the attack was Sambok Moan 
Mountain. When [I entered Vietnam I saw many Vietnamese houses burning to the northeast, 
I heard that our regional forces had forcibly evacuated 60 Vietnamese--young and old-- 
to Cambodian territory, 


In 1970 I saw Vietnamese forces help the Cambodian people fight J.S. imperialists in 
order to liberate Cambodia. I never witnessed a single case of wrongdoing by the 
Vietnamese forces against the Cambodian people. This is to say that the Vietnamese 
forces loved the Cambodian people like their own brothers, This is why the Vietnamese 
forces joined with the Cambodian people in fighting the U.S. imperialists to liberate 
Cambodia, This is all I have to say. [end recording]

I would like to open with greetings and best wishes 
to all those people in Asia and the Pacific who listen to Radio Australia. : am speaking 
to you now both on the occasion of Australia's National Day commemorating the foundation 
of Australia 190 years ago and on the occasion also of the return to office of my govern- 
ment following general elections at the end of last year. 


Those people who first settled Australia thought of it as a remote land. We the people 
of contemporary Australia and the people of Asia and the Pacific know that we live to- 
gether in a crowded and an eventful part of the world. Australia has always recognized 
that we must live in active cooperation with other countries. For the last 30 years it 
has been a national priority to forge close relations with the countries of our own 
region. This year we will take a major new step in furthering our relations with those 
countries of Asia and the Pacific which are also members of the Commonwealth of Nations. 


At the London meeting of commonwealth heads of government in June 1977, I felt it would 
be most useful if a similar meeting could be held on a regional basis. This decision 
stemmed from a belief that contacts between commonwealth neads of government provided 
such special advantages that a meeting at regional level would present a unique oppor- 
tunity to focus on regional issues and exchange views with the frankness and friendli- 
ness which are characteristic of commonwealth meetings. It has been a matter of great 
personal satisfaction that this view found ready acceptance with my colleagues in the 
region.

They include countries with advanced industrial economies and others with simple rural 
economies, All these countries share a common interest in progress and development, and / 
the meeting will concentrate on major issues confronting the developing nations of the 
region. 


I speak for all Australians when I say how welcome our guests will be. Australis is 
dedicated to making sure that a worthwhile exchange of views takes place. I believe 
that the regional heads of government meeting will provide a forum that will assist in 
new and more effective efforts to meet the challenges facing all of us. Australia is 
fully prepared to play its part in this mutual endeavor. The presence in Sydney next 
month of so many distinguished regional leaders will bring home to all Australians the 
importance of international cooperation in facing these problems. 


In closing I would like to assure those countries of Asia and the Pacific which are not 
commonwealth members that their interests certainly will not be overlooked. I am con- 
vineed that the results of the meeting will benefit all countries in the region, not only 
those which participate. All Australians will join me in looking to the regional 
meeting to contribute not only to a strengthening of the commonwealth but also our own 
part of the world,

[Text] Jakarta, Jan, 25 (AFP)--Indonesia will face next April a new period of food 
scarcity as a result of its persistent food production shortage. The coming period of 
scarcity was announced by the Indonesian Government following a session of the Economic 
Stabilisation Council Tuesday at the presidential palace in Jakarta. 


President Suharto ordered the state apparatus in the regions to take various measures in 
view of the coming crop scarcity. The Logistics Board will put aside 2,420,000 tons of 
rice for deficit areas in Java, Bali and other eastei’n islands, 


The social affairs minister will make available 2,000 tons of rice for the consumption of 
{words indistinct] people. Labour intensive projects will be opened in 284 districts in 

7 provinces mainly in Java, Moluccas and islands east of Bali. These projects will employ 
132,000 workers for 2 months. Another 45,000 workers will be also employed in labour in- 

tensive projects in Inditamayu and Jatiluhur Provinces, 


During the current fiscal year, ending next March 31, Indonesia had to import 2.4 million 
tons of rice to prevent food shortage following bad crops due to prolonged droughts in the 
past 2 years and to insufficient results in her program for intensive cultivation. The 
2.4 million tons represent one fourth of the world's rice exports. Indonesia's production 
of rice in 1977 amounted to 15.6 million tons, remaining stagnant since 1974. 


By 1981, the rice requirement is expected to amount to 20.8 million tons per year and 
Indonesia should have at least a 6 percent increase in rice production every year to be 
able to cope with its food situation, 


The government Director General for Social Aid Harun al-~Rasjid said recently that the 
Indonesian pcuple sictuld not depend on rice for their main food so rice shortage will 

not cause them to starve. He added that rice production targets were too difficult to 
reach because many problems such as natural disasters and plagues of pests handicap efforts 
to increase rice production. President Suharto was also reported last week to have 
advised the Indonesian people to vary their diet and not just crave for rice 3 times a day. 


"Indeed rice production must be stepped up but to make ourselves too dependent on rice as the 
nation's main staple could well lead to disastrous consequences," he said.

HUSSEIN OPENS 15TH SEAMEC CONFERENCE IN KUALA LUMPUR

[Text] The prime minister, Datuk Hussein bin Onn, says Southeast Asian countries must 
adopt a regional approach toward common problems. In reiterating Malaysia's firm belief 
in regional cooperation as an essential ingredient for peace and stability and economic 
development, Datuk Hussein said today's political, economical and technological realities 
make it inevitable for countries in the region to adopt a common approach in overcoming 
common problems. The prime minister was opening the 13th conference of Southeast Asian 
Ministers of Education Council, SEAMEC, in Kuala Lumpur today. 


Datuk Hussein said it has been proved by SEAMEC that a common approach could insure an 
efficient utilization of limited resources in overcoming common problems in the edu- 
cational, scientific and cultural fields and in the wider diffusion of technical knowledge 
in these fields for the mutual good of its member states. 


The prime minister said SEAMEC's main strength was the relevance of its program and 
activities to the needs and aspirations of its member states. Education, Datuk Hussein 
said, was a necessary component to all national development strategies, and SEAMEC's 
programs have had an impact on the educational development and consequently on the social 
economic development of this region. He hoped that by building upon this strength, 
SEAMEC would continue to contribute toward the progress and prosperity of the region, 
toward educational, scientific and cultural activities. 


The prime minister said that despite its financial limitation, SEAMEC had achieved com- 
mendable success.

[Textj The disintegration of a crippled Soviet naval reconnaissance satellite, carrying 
a nuclear reactor, as it reentered the earth's atmosphere over western Canada, has 
raised the question: When should governments inform people that a possible nuclear 
accident is in the offing? And the only answer is that each incident will have to be 
handled according given if it is judged to be necessary; for instance, if evacuation 
is likely to be carried out, In the case of the Russian satellite, the American, 
Canadian, Soviet and NATO governments were probably right in deciding not to tell the 
public, because an announcement, which would have had to be somewhat vaguely worded, 
might have caused unnecessary panic on the lines of the occasion in 1938 when Orsen 
Welles! Mercury Theatre broadcast a play about Martians landing, The fiction sent 
many Americans into near hysteria, 


With the Cosmos 954 incident, all the governments involved had considerable advance 
warning that the satellite was in trouble, The United States knew that it was wobbling 
out of orbit as far back as December and asked the Soviets for details about the craft, 
The Russians were forthcoming with information, and European governments were kept 
abreast of developments, Scientists gave assurances that there was no chance of a 
nuclear explosion, but Washington and Moscow were concerned about an international 
incident if the reactor burned up over a Western nation and scattered radioactive 
debris over a populated area, As it was, the satellite reentered over a scarcely 
populated region, There were hazards, certainly, but on this occasion it was probably 
the wisest course to avoid giving the public the mistaken idea that a nuclear device 
might suddenly descend on them from the skies, As a White House spokesman has said, 
the real significance of this episode is that in the first nuclear-related space 
erisis, there was Soviet-American cooperation and preparation to deal with the 
situation,
